NO PROSPECT OF FREEDOM 


Sla y er o f Sta nfo rd White Do o med to 


Spend His Rema ining Yea rs in a n 


Asy l um— Alienists Co nv inced Tha t 


He Is a Pa ra no ia c. 


New Yo rk, Feb. 25.—ITarry K. T haw 
Is do o med to spend the rest o f his life 
in an asy lu m fo r the insane. Alienists 
who hav e ex amined and o bserv ed him 
since lie was co mmitted to Matteawan 
asy lu m are co nv inced that he is a 
parano iac, and as parano ia is a pro ­ 
g ressiv e disease it wo u ld appear that 
no thing sho rt o f a miracle can inter­ 
v ene to secu re his freedo m. 
In the present sta te o f T h a w ’s case 
his fu tu re is entirely in the hands o f 
the state bo ard o f lu nacy and the staff 
o f alienists at 
Matteawan. 
Cu sto m 
pro v ides that 
when a man is co m­ 
mitted to the state ho spital fo r the 
crimhial insane the do cto rs there shall 
o bserv e him fo r six ty day s and then 
m ake a repo rt u po n his mental co ndi­ 
tio n, if they see fit. Sho u ld su ch a re­ 
po rt be fo rced by Thaw's atto rney s at 
the ex piratio n o f his first six ty « lay s in 
Matteawan, it will certainly be ad­ 
v erse to him. 
Dr. Ferris, head o f the state bo ard 
o f lu nacy , o n who se ju dg ment T h a w ’s 
chances o f 
liberty larg ely depends, 
was o ne o f the alienists eng ag ed by 
District Atto rney .Jero me to testify at 
the first trial o f the y o u ng millio naire 
fo r the m u rder o f Stanfo rd White. At 
that time Dr. Ferris was o f the o pin­ 
ing that Thaw was a dang ero u s lu na­ 
tic. 
Dr. Ferris still ho lds that o pin­ 
io n. 
Dr. Ferris, while he haa no t pro ­ 
claimed his belief in T h a w ’s insanity , 
has made no particu lar effo rt to hide 
his o pinio n, bu t it has been kno wn 
th at he and o ther alienists co nsider 
T haw a v ictim o f parano ia. The o pin­ 
io n that Thaw su ffers fro m this fo rm 
o f insanity was g ained so o n after his 
arriv al at Matteawan asy lu m, and co n­ 
tinu ed 
o bserv atio n 
has 
serv ed 
to 
streng then it. 
Parano ia is incu rable— at least, m e d­ 
ical science has no t as y et disco v ered 
a remedy fo r it. 
In o ne fo rm, su ch as 
th at fro m which the alienists believ e 
Thaw su ffers, it is slo wly pro g ressiv e. 
He may liv e fo r y ears, bu t u nless the 
ex perts are at fau lt in their diag no sis, 
the diso rdered brain will co ntinu e to 
fail u ntil he beco mes a co mplete m e n ­ 
tal wreck. 
W heth er Thaw shall remain at Mat­ 
teawan after his six ty day s pro batio n, 
o r o bserv atio n perio d, rests with the 
Etate bo ard o f lu nacy . T he bo ard may 
ag ree to his transfer to so me priv ate 
institu tio n, where he will be kept u n­ 
der strict su rv eillance, bu t there is lit­ 
tle likeliho o d that they will ag ree to 
any su ch transfer.

Co lo rado Spring s, Co lo ., Feb. 25.— 
Gu iseppe Gu arnaccio , 
the 
anarchist 
who sho t and killed Father Leo Hein­ 
richs at Denv er and who is being held 
in jail here, say s that he was mo v ed 
to kill the priest by the ring ing o f the 
chu rch bells, which reminded him o f 
his ho me in Sicily , whi< h ho me he 
say s was wrested fro m him by the 
chu rch. 
It appeared fro m statem en ts made 
by the m u rderer in answer to qu es­ 
tio ns that when liv ing in Italy he was 
ex pelled fro m the chu rch in co nse­ 
qu ence o f his anarchistic teaching s 
and his wife then left him. 
Her de­ 
sertio n, it seems, fu rther enrag ed him 
ag ainst the chu rch and priests, and 
when he heard the chu rch bells ring ­ 
ing in Denv er he determined to g o 
o u t and kill o ne priest at least, and 
mo re if he co u ld acco mplish his de­ 
sig n. 
T he m u rderer said that Gu iseppe 
Alio was his rig ht name and that he 
was bo rn in ihe city o f Av alo n, Sicily . 
Au g . 10, 1S57. 
He said he went to 
Bu eno s Ay res in 19 05, and the rev o l­ 
v er with which he killed Father Leo 
was pu rchased there. 
He arriv ed in 
New Yo rk city May 22, 19 05, and left 
fo r Kansas o n Au g . 1. 
After wo rking 
fo rty -three day s as a sectio n hand at 
Ellis, Kan., he came to Denv er, No v . 
9, last. 
Since he had wo rked little.

NAZI IS CONVICTED. 


Fo rmer Ita lia n Minister Fo und Guilty 
o f Embezzlement. 
Ro me. Feb. 25.—The senate, sitting 
as a hiu h co u rt, after ten h o u rs’ de­ 
liberatio n co nv icted Nu nzlo Nazi, fo r­ 
m er minister o f pu blic instru ctio n, o f 
embezzlemer* fro m the state treasu ry . 
It sentenced him to impriso nment fo r 
elev en mo nths and twenty day s and 
debarred him fro m ho lding pu blic o f­ 
fice fo r fo u r y ears and two mo nths. 
The pu nishment o f Nazi Is no t so 
sev ere as mig ht appear, fo r the co u rt 
fo u nd ex tenu ating circu mstances and 
permitted the impriso nment the ac­ 
cu sed had alreadv u nderg o ne to be 
su btracted fro m the sentence. 
This 
leav es o nly a few day s fo r him to 
serv e 
In 
priso n. 
Nazi’s 
secretary , 
Lo mbard, who was also o n trial befo re 
the senate, was acqu itted fo r lack o f 
ev idence. 
The fo rmer minister was g reatly 
distressed 
at 
the 
v erdict 
and 
ex ­ 
claimed : 
“ Ev en 
after co ndemnatio n, I 
fell 
like an ho nest man.” 
Stro ng fo rces o f po lice and so ldiers 
g u arded the bu ilding where the se n a ­ 
to rs deliberated, armed g u ards being 
placed at all entrances and ev en o n 
the ro o f. 
No o ne was allo wed to en­ 
ter o r leav e the bu ilding u ntil the 
co u rt had reached its decisio n. 
On 
the anno u ncement o f the v erdict there 
was a bo istero u s demo nstratio n 
o n 
the streets, sev eral hu ndred perso ns 
cry ing “lo ng liv e Nazi.” 
The sev erest measu res hav e been 
ado pted to preserv e o rder In Sicily , 
Sig no r Nazi being a Sicilian and v ery 
po pu lar with all his peo ple.

and asks Do meica Celia, his bro ther,

Celia’s writing .

admitted the case is no t in shape to 
permit o f an arrest. 


Estima tes fo r British Defense Fo rces 
fo r Current Yea r. 
Lo ndo n, Feb. 25.—The estim ates fo r 
the British defense fo rces fo r the cu r­ 
rent y ear, which hav e been issu ed, 
will disappo int the peace party , fo r 
instead o f sho wing a redu ctio n, as 
they had ho ped, the co mbined esti­ 
m ates fo r the army ami nav y sho w an 
Increase o l $3,000,000, witho u t a ppar­ 
ently 
any 
pro spect o f co nsiderable 
diminu tio n in the fu tu re. 
Lo rd Tweedmo u th, first lo rd o f the 
admiralty , ex plains o u trig ht that the 
fu tu re 
pro g ramme o f Great 
Britain 
will depend u po n whether fo reig n po w­ 
ers Increase their nav al fo rces, since 
the g o v ernment has ev ery intentio n o f 
maintaining the standard o f the Brit­ 
ish nav y , which hitherto has been 
deemed necessary fo r the safeg u ard­ 
ing o f natio nal and imperial interests. 
T he war secretary , 
Mr. 
Haldane, 
say s In a similar statement reg arding 
the army : 
“ Lo o king to the fu tu re I am co n­ 
v inced that if is impo ssible to m ake 
fu rther diminu tio ns in the army ex ­ 
penditu res o n a co nsiderable scale, 
u nless we first o f all redu ce the nu m­ 
ber o f tro o ps serv ing abro ad.

NO PROSPECT OF FREEDOM 


Slayer of Stanford White Doomed to 


Spend Hie Remaining Years in an 


Asylum— Alienists Convinced That 


He Is a Paranoiac. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Harry K. Thaw 
1s doomed to spend tho rest of his life 
in an asylum for the insane. Alienists 
who have examined and observed him 
since he was committed to Matteawan 
asylum are convinced that he is a 
paranoiac, and as paranoia is a pro­ 
gressive disease it would appear that 
nothing short of a m iracle can inter­ 
vene to secure his freedom. 
In the present state of Thaw’s case 
his future is entirely in the hands of 
the state board of lunacy and the staff 
of alienists at Matteawan. 
Custom 
provides that when a man is com­ 
mitted to the state hospital for the 
criminal insane the doctors there shall 
observe him for sixty days and then 
make a report upon his mental condi­ 
tion, if they see fit. Should such a re­ 
port be forced by Thaw’s attorneys at 
the expiration of his first sixty days in 
Matteawan, it will certainly be ad­ 
verse to him. 
Dr. Ferris, head of the state board 
of lunacy, on whose judgment Thaw’s 
chances of liberty largely depends, 
was one of the alienists engaged by 
District Attorney Jerom e to testify at 
the first trial of the young millionaire 
for the murder of Stanford White. At 
that time Dr. Ferris was of the opin­ 
ing that Thaw was a dangerous luna­ 
tic. 
Dr. Ferris still holds that opin­ 
ion. 
Dr. Ferris, while he has not pro­ 
claimed his belief in Thaw’s insanity, 
has made no particular effort to hido 
his opinion, but it has been known 
that he and other alienists consider 
Thaw a victim 
of paranoia. The opin­ 
ion that Thaw suffers from this form 
of insanity was gained soon after his 
arrival at Matteawan asylum, and con­ 
tinued 
observation 
has 
served 
to 
strengthen it. 
Paranoia is incurable—at least, med­ 
ical science has not as yet discovered 
a remedy for it. 
In one form, such as 
that from which the alienists believe 
Thaw suffers, it is slowly progressive. 
He may live for years, but unless the 
experts are at fault in their diagnosis, 
the disordered brain will continue to 
fail until he becomes a complete men­ 
tal wreck. 
Whether Thaw shall remain at Mat- 
teawau after his sixty days probation, 
or observation period, rests with the 
state board of lunacy. The board may 
agree to his transfer to some private 
institution, where he will be kept un­ 
der strict surveillance, but there is lit­ 
tle likelihood that they will agree to 
any such transfer.

A woman, a member of St. Eliza­ 
beth’s church, who was present in the 
church when Father Leo Heinrichs 
was shot by Guiseppe Guarnaccio, told 
one of the priests of the church that

one of the men was Guarnaccio and

On the strength of the statement 
the police again took into custody 
Mike Brunetti, the roommate and com­ 
panion of Allo and who had been ar­ 
rested but later released.

Slayer of Father Leo Heinrichs an 
Enemy of the Church. 
Colorado Springs, Colo., Feb. 25.— 
Guiseppe Guarnaccio, the anarchist 
who shot and killed Father Leo Hein­ 
richs at Denver and who is being held 
in jail here, says that he was moved 
to kill the priest by the ringing of the 
church bells, which reminded him of 
his home in Sicily, which home he 
says was wrested from him by the 
church. 
It appeared from statem ents made 
by the murderer in answer to ques­ 
tions that when living in Italy he was 
expelled from the church in conse­ 
quence of his anarchistic teachings 
and his wife then left him. 
Her de­ 
sertion, it seem s, further enraged him 
against the church and priests, and 
when he heard the church bells ring­ 
ing in Denver he determined to go 
out and kill one priest at least, and 
more if he could accomplish his de­ 
sign. 
The murderer said that Guiseppe 
Allo wras his right name and that ho 
was born In the city of Avalon, Sicily, 
Aug. IO, 1857. 
He said he went to 
Buenos Ayres In 1905, and the revol­ 
ver with which he killed Father Leo 
was purchased there. 
He arrived in 
New York city May 22, 1905, and left 
for K ansas on Aug. I. 
After working 
forty-three days as a section hand at 
Ellis, Kan., he came to Denver, Nov. 
9, last. 
Since he had worked little.

NAZI IS CONVICTED. 


Former Italian Minister Found Guilty 
of Embezzlement. 
Rome, Feb. 25.—The senate, sitting 
an a high court, after ten hours’ de­ 
liberation convicted Nunzio Nazi, for­ 
mer minister of public instruction, of 
embezzlement from the state treasury. 
It sentenced him to imprisonment for 
eleven months and twenty days and 
debarred him from holding public of­ 
fice for four years and two months. 
The punishment of Nazi is not so 
severe as might appear, for the court 
found extenuating circumstances and 
permitted the imprisonment the ac­ 
cused had already undergone to be 
subtracted from the sentence. 
This 
leaves only a few days for him to 
serve 
In 
prison. 
Nazi’s 
secretary, 
Lombard, who was also on trial before 
the senate, was acquitted for lack of 
evidence. 
The former minister was greatly 
distressed 
at 
the verdict and 
ex­ 
claimed : 
“ Even after condemnation, I fell 
like an honest man.” 
Strong forces of police and soldiers 
guarded the building where the sena­ 
tors deliberated, armed guards being 
placed at all entrances and even on 
the roof. 
No one was allowed to en­ 
ter or leave the building until the 
court had reached its decision. 
On 
the announcement of the verdict there 
was a boisterous demonstration on 
the streets, several hundred persons 
crying “ long live Nazi.” 
The severest measures have been 
adopted to preserve order In Sicily, 
Signor Nazi being a Sicilian and very 
popular with all bls people. 


May Fight for World’s Championship . 
in England. 
London, Feb. 
25.—Tommy Burns, ; 
the heavyweight champion, and Jack 
Johnson, the negro heavyweight, may 
meet in this country to fight for the 
championship within tho next few 
months. 
A syndicate of British sportsmen 
have offered a purse for a fight be­ 
tween them to take place in England. 
They have placed a deposit of $2,000 
with M essrs. 
Spalding, and Burns, 
having accepted their terms, has de­ 
posited a sim ilar sum as a forfeit. 
The inducements offered to Burns to 
meet Johnson are not disclosed, but 
the syndicate offers Johnson $5,000 
win, lose or draw. 
The fight is to take place before 
June IO and Burns insists on a six­ 
teen-foot ring. 
He is also agreeable 
to the suggestion that Jam es J. Je f­ 
fries shall act as referee.

Chancellor Dunne Believes That Is 
the Aim of a Society.

New Orleans, Feb. 25.—Action by 
three governments—the United States, 
England and Norway—may be neces­ 
sary to fix the resposibility for a kill­ 
ing which took place on the steam er 
Ellis in the Gulf of Mexico last Tues­ 
day.

New York, Feb. 25.—After exhaus­ 
tive examination of the books of Cella 
Bros, and the private papers of Gero- 
lamo Cella, the Italian wine importer 
whose body was found In his ware­ 
house Sunday, Thomas H. Ward, as­ 
sistant district attorney, declared that 
the case undoubtedly was one of mur­ 
der, and not suicide, as two letters, 
apparently in the handwriting of the 
merchant, first seemed to indicate. 
The second letter tending to sup­ 
port the theory of suicide was found 
in the firm’s safe. 
It is dated Feb. 19 
and asks Domeiea Cella, his brother, 
to be good to Caesar Bianchi, his wife 
and children, and to see they were 
not 
allowed 
to 
want. 
The 
letter, 
which is in Italian, declares the writ­ 
er is not going to be here very long, 
and is such a letter as one in expec­ 
tancy of death would write. 
Both let­ 
ters will be submitted to handwrit­ 
ing experts with known specimens of 
Celia’s writing. 
Mr. Ward, Coroner Harburger and 
the police are agreed on the identity 
of the alleged murderer, though it is 
admitted the case is not in shape to 
permit of an arrest. 


Estimates for British Defense Forces 
for Current Year. 
London, Feb. 25.—The estim ates for 
the British defense forces for the cur­ 
rent year, which have been issued, 
will disappoint the peace party, for 
instead of showing a reduction, as 
they had hoped, the combined esti­ 
mates for the army and navy show an 
Increase of $3,000,000, without appar­ 
ently any prospect of considerable 
diminution in the future. 
Lord Tweedmouth, first lord of the 
admiralty, explains outright that the 
future programme of Great Britain 
will depend upon whether foreign pow­ 
ers increase their naval forces, since 
the government has every intention of 
maintaining the standard of the Brit­ 
ish navy, wrhich hitherto has been 
deemed necessary for the safeguard­ 
ing of national and imperial interests. 
The war secretary. Mr. Haldane, 
says in a sim ilar statement regarding 
the army: 
“ Looking to the future I am con­ 
vinced that it is impossible to make 
further diminutions in the army ex­ 
penditures on a considerable scale, 
unless we first of all reduce the num­ 
ber of troops serving abroad. 
“Garrisons abroad.” he adds, “will 
be reduced whenever that can safely 
be done, but if reductions in the regu­ 
lar army are carried too far, demand 
will ultimately have to be made on 
the citizen forces, such as hitherto 
has never been contemplated.”

It takes near­ 
ly four hours to make the trip there, 
and it leaves little time in an after­ 
noon for angling. 

I have 
noticed that the park board is grading 
parts of the park at the grove on Fif­

The 200 or more stockholders in the 
above company in this city will read I 
with interest the following clipped from j* 
the Denver Mining Record under a 
Deadwood date line: 
“ The building of the American Eagle ! 
Mining company mill at Portland has 
progressed to such a point that it can 
now be definitely stated that it will be 
ready to commence crushing ore some­ 
time between the 1st and 25th of March. 
All the machinery and material is on 
the ground and all available help is be­ 
ing employed in getting the parts to­ 
gether. 
“ The American Eagle ground, form­ 
erly the Cornucopia property, is the 
only one on that side of the divide, 
which separates it from the Imperial, 
the Mogul and other well known pro­ 
ducing properties, that has the quartz- 
ite in sight.

Navy Wants Twelve Volunteers 
as Target For Gun. 


THEORETICALLY IT IS SAFE 
ENTIRE TRAIN LEAVES TRACK 


Proposition Is T h at Volunteers Shall 
M an Turret of Monitor W hen Shell 
H its It— Sixty Ton Qun to Fire Huge 
8hot at Eleven Inch A rm o r Belt. 


The navy department has under con­ 
sideration probably the most startling 
test of the penetrating |>ovver of shells, 
danger to life and the resisting power 
of armor th at ever has been tried In 
any of the world’s navies. 
The proposition is to have the mon­ 
itor Arkansas, now being prepared for 
the test, tire n twelve inch shell weigh­ 
ing 850 pounds from a sixty ton gun a 
distance of two miles and have It 
strike the turret of the Arkansas’ sister 
vessel, the Florida. 
The astounding 
part of the affair Is the proposition to 
have In the turret of the Florida at the 
time of the Impact a full turret com­ 
plement of twelve men. 
The question of having a crew In 
the turret 
was 
discussed 
at 
great 
length at the navy department the Oth 
er day. 
All, figuring on paper, taking 
In the weight of metal thrown, the 
heat generated by the Impact, the re­ 
sisting power of armor and other de­ 
tails, indicates that the men In the 
turret would come out unscathed ex­ 
cept for the shock, but still, of course, 
there Is no record In existence of a 
monitor, the turret protected by an 
eleven Inch armor belt, being struck 
plump by a twelve Inch shell of 850 
pounds weight. 
All figures are of a 
necessity theoretical. Still It Is the 1m* 
lief that a volunteer crew can be se­ 
cured to remain in the turret at the 
time of the experiment. 
The possibility of the shot missing is 
small. 
All shots are now fired from 
geometrical deduction and with raa 
chine precision. 
The shell will doubt­ 
less land just where Intended, and then 
If the theory of the naval experts holds 
good It will Ik* deflected and the turret 
left uninjured, 
ltenr Admiral Mason, 
chief of the bureau of ordnance, and 
Lieutenant (’ommonder Sellers discuss­ 
ed the matter.

Secretary Cortelyou M ak e s Dem ands 
on National Banks. 
Washington, 
Feb. 2.r>.—The secre­ 
tary of the treasury has announced a 
call upon national banks lor approx­ 
imately 25 per cent of the public 
funds now held in inactive depositories 
having on deposit such funds In the 
sum of $100,000 or more, and 25 per 
cent of the public funds now' held by 
act h e depositaries where deposit is 
$100,000 of such funds, or in excess 
thereof, and where such withdrawals 
can he made without Inconvenience to 
the treasury department in the trans­ 
action of public business. 
Under the call, approximately $25,- 
000,000 will he returned to the treas 
ury. 
Payments under this call will he 
made as follows: 
Ten per cent of 
the amount called on or before March 
9 and the remaining 15 per cent on 
or before March 23. 
Secretary Cortelyou stated that ad­ 
vices from all portions of the country 
are to the effect that this proportion 
of the government funds now on de­ 
posit with these national banks can 
be withdrawn without detriment to 
financial conditions in any section. 


USEFUL NEW WOODS. 


Tupelo 
Found 
Valuable 
For 
M an y 
P urposes. 
The scientific study of the merits of 
ninny species of trees against the use 
of which there has been a prejudice 
for one reason or another Is one of the 
most Important phases of the forest 
work of the government from an eco­ 
nomic point of view, and the Investiga­ 
tions already made have provided the 
lumber industry with much valuable 
Information. 
The latest discoveries of valuable 
qualities in a formerly neglected spe 
Ciee resulted after un Investigation of 
the tupelo gum, which finds Its home 
In tin* southern swamps. 
Tupelo two 
years ago, i.t the time the study was 
begun, was little known and seldom 
used even in the parts of the country 
where It Is most plentiful. 
In the cut­ 
ting of cypress in the* gulf states, where 
tupelo Is found in large quantities, the 
trees were disregarded. 
It was found 
that the prejudice then existing against 
the* wood was caused by a lack of 
knowledge of Its properties and luck of 
care in handling the material. 
The 
lnvesth at ions carried on by the Unit* 
cd States forest service have proved 
the value of the wood for a number of 
uses. The result of these studies large­ 
ly removed the prejudices against this 
gum, and in a short time the demand 
for tupelo rapidly increased. 
The wood is now widely used not 
only In tin* states where it grows, but 
also in distant parts of the United 
States, in the m anufacture of wooden 
pumps, sounding boards for violins and 
organs, mantels and interior finishing, 
such as molding, door and window 
frames and lloor jams. 
It is also man­ 
ufactured into all kinds of lumber, In­ 
cluding a 
goo<l grade of edge grain 
flooring. 
Tupelo gum in the form of 
flooring was recently found competing 
successfully with Douglas fir In the 
Los Angeles market, even though bear­ 
ing a freight rate of 85 cents a hun­ 
dredweight from its sources of pro­ 
duction in Louisiana. 
This Is only one example of the 
studies carried on by the government 
for the purpose of creating markets 
and establishing uses for kinds of 
wood whose properties are not under­ 
stood. 
The reason for making these 
studies Is that by finding substitutes 
for wood now In us«* which have grown 
scare«* In consequence of an excessive 
demand the timber supply of the Unit­ 
ed States Is in effect increased, and the 
most t*conomical use of wood Is pro­ 
moted, and 
tin* evils of a 
general 
shortage in supply are to that degree 
lessened.

Naval attaches from all parts of the 
world have heard of this test and arc* 
anxiously scrambling for an opportu- 
j 
nlty to witness It, but the department 
has declined all applications. 
In fact. 
It is said that the test will be made far 
at sea. so that observations and deduc­ 
tions by foreign powers cannot l»e 
made. 
So great is the fighting spirit of the 
navy and so courageous the men of the 
line that already news of the propose«!

From what has leaked out It Is.learn­ 
ed that, as the crew for the Arkansas 
Is about to l>e selecte«l and she Is to Ik* 
put In commission probably before the 
end of February, letters have been re 
celved at the department protesting 
against the plan of letting the Florida 
be shot at without the courtesy of a 
reply. 
The Florida’s crew* would like also to 
t«»st its gunnery and shells of 800 
pounds at the turret of the Arkansas. 
Th«* crew of the Florida Is aware, of 
course, that the Florida cannot possibly 
be destroyed by a shell hitting the tur­ 
ret or even penetrating tt. and they hold 
that there would be no more damage 
to the Arkansas than to her sister that 
has lH*en selected for the martyrdom. 
As a matter of fact. In case the shot 
from 
the Arkansas should 
by any 
chance go wide, some officers think 
that there would Ik* no objection to the 
Florida taking a shot for the same pur­ 
pose at the turret of tin* Arkansas. The 
result of such a duel would be no more 
serious than if only one vess«*l fired. 
The bureau of ordnance and the navy 
experts generally regard the experi­ 
ment as one which will adil a great 
«leal to the practical knowledge of the 
experts In ordnance and grin tire.

place select**d will in all probability be 
off the capes uear Norfolk.

Briton Is Stocking Am erica W ith S k y ­ 
larks and Finches. 
Th«» ambition of Dr. Charles Me- 
Cutcheon’s life seems destlued to Ik* 
fulfilled. 
The doctor is an English­ 
man who has lived in Tacoma, Wash., 
for many years. 
It was always ids 
great r«*gret that the United Stat«*s had 
no song birds such as tire found in his 
native country. 
By the merest chance 
the doctor discovered that the skylarks, 
linnets and bullfinches would thrive in 
tin* climate of Puget sound, and lit* 
made arrangements during a visit to 
Liverpool two years ago to have birds 
sent to him every year for five years. 
lie brought over the first consign­ 
ment himself, constructed an aviary, 
kept the birds over winter and in the 
spring turned them loose. 
The birds 
strayed around the doctor’s summer 
home at Steilacoom all year and when 
nesting time came successfully raised 
their broods. 
Th«» doctor is delighted, and he Is ex­ 
pecting another shipment of birds from 
England which he will treat in the 
same way. 
As the climate of Puget 
sound Is similar to that of England. 
Dr. MeCutcheon believes that In time 
the skylark, linnet and other birds of 
England and Ireland will be as nu­ 
merous. as great a delight aud as beau­ 
tiful in soug as those of the native 
country.

Louvre and Other Fam ous Galleries to 
H ave Four Footed Guardians. 
Inspired by the recent attempt of 
robbers to effect an entrance to the 
famous Apollo gallery of tin* Louvre 
museum, in Paris, tho directors of that 
Institution have decided to follow the 
example of the Paris police and organ- 
lzt* a special corps of trained watch* 
dogs. 
The minister of beaux arts is 
now co-operating with the police in th«* 
selection of a number of promising 
«logs, which will be trained to guard 
not only the Louvre, but the Cluny aud 
oth«*r museums. 
“The idea has long l>een under con- 
slderatlon,’’ snhl M. Homolie, director 
of national museums, in discussing the 
subject with the New York Times’ P ar­ 
is correspondent, “and we now expect 
to put it into realization without fur­ 
ther delay. The dogs which we will em­ 
ploy, especially in the galleries where 
ceramics, miniatures and other dedi­ 
cate art objects are exhibited, will be 
small animals useful in drawing the 
attention of the guardians to any sus­ 
picious circumstances rather than in 
attacking any possible intruder. 
“ We shall in nil probability use fox 
terriers for the purpose, as they seem 
to be the most alert and sagacious. 
The animals will be trained to make a 
round of the galleries accompanied or 
unaccompanied by the regular guard­ 
ians. We expect them to prove of the 
utmost utility.”

Prussian Convict M ad* Bogue Money 
In Hie Cell. 
Rendsburg, Prueela, Feb. 25.—For 
some time past counterfeit five-mark 
pieces have been circulating In North­ 
ern Prussia. 
The authorities started 
to Investigate, with the result that In 
a number of Instances the false money 
was traced to this town, and It was 
finally learned by the police that they 
were being paid out by persons con­ 
nected with the prison here. 
To clear 
up the mystery Detective Inspector 
Schneider had himself committed as 
a convict and was shut up in a cell In 
the Jail.

Thirty Persons Reported Hurt 
in the Accident 
Navy Wants Twelve Volunteers 
as Target For Gun. 


THEORETICALLY IT IS SAFE 
ENTIRE TRAIN LEAVES TRACK 


Proposition Is That Volunteers Shall 
Man Turret of Monitor W hen 8hell 
H its It— Sixty Ton Gun to Fire Huge 
Shot at Eleven Inch Arm or Belt. 


The navy department has under con­ 
sideration probably the most startling 
test of the penetrating power of shells, 
danger to life and the resisting power 
of armor that ever has been tried In 
any of the world’s navies. 
The proposition is to have the mon­ 
itor Arkansas, now being prepared for 
the test, lire a twelve inch shell weigh­ 
ing 850 pounds from a sixty ton gun a 
distance of two miles and have it 
strike the turret of the Arkansas’ sister 
vessel, the Florida. 
The astounding 
part of the affair is the proposition to 
have In the turret of the Florida at the 
time of the impact a full turret com­ 
plement of twelve men. 
The question of having a crew in 
the turret 
was discussed at great 
length at the navy department the oth 
er day. 
All, figuring on paper, taking 
In the weight of metal thrown, the 
heat generated by the Impact, the re­ 
sisting power of armor and other de­ 
tails, indicates that the men in the 
turret would come out unscathed ex­ 
cept for the shock, but still, of course, 
there Is no record In existence of a 
monitor, the turret protected by an 
eleven inch armor belt, being struck 
plump by a twelve inch shell of 850 
pounds weight. 
All figures are of a 
necessity theoretical. Still it is the be­ 
lief that a volunteer crew can be se 
cured to remain In the turret at the | 
time of the experiment. 
The possibility of the shot missing Is 
small. 
All shots are now fired from 
geometrical deduction and with ma 
chine precision. 
The shell will doubt­ 
less land just where Intended, and then 
lf the theory of the naval experts holds 
good It will lie deflected and the turret 
left uninjured. 
Rear Admiral Mason, 
chief of the burenu of ordnance, and 
Lieutenant Commander Sellers discuss­ 
ed the matter. 
The first plan was to 
place twelve dogs or pigs in the tur­ 
ret and see the effect upon them, but 
the proposition of a volunteer crew Is 
now under advisement. The Arkansas 
is at Norfolk, and the Florida Is near 
by. 
Naval attaches from all parts of the 
world have heard of this test and are 
anxiously scrambling for an opportu­ 
nity to witness It, but the department 
has declined all applications. 
In fact, 
it is said that the test will be made far 
at sea, so that observations and deduc­ 
tions by foreign powers cannot be 
made. 
So great is the fighting spirit of the 
navy and so courageous the men of the 
line that already news of the proposed 
test has leaked out, and a volunteer 
crew is said to be ready. 
Admiral Mason will give no informa­ 
tion on the subject, and many false ru­ 
mors have obtained. 
One of the mis­ 
leading statements published w as that 
the Florida was to be towed to a point 
on the Potomac river and fired at from 
a gun on shore. The real facts of the 
story developed only recently. 
One of 
the problems discussed is how valuable 
the experiment would be as showing 
danger to life lf the turret were empty 
when the shell struck it. 
From what has leaked out it lsjeam - 
ed that, as the crew for the Arkansas 
is about to be selected and she Is to be 
put In commission probably before the 
end of February, letters have been re­ 
ceived at the department protesting 
against the plan of letting the Florida 
be shot at without the courtesy of a 
reply. 
The Florida’s crew would like also to 
test Its gunnery and shells of 800 
pounds at the turret of the Arkansas. 
The crew of the Florida is aware, of 
course, that the Florida cannot possibly 
be destroyed by a shell hitting the tur­ 
ret or even penetrating it and they hold 
that there would be no more damage 
to the Arkansas than to her sister that 
has been selected for the martyrdom. 
As a matter of fact, In case the shot 
from 
the Arkansas should by any 
chance go wide, some officers think 
that there would be no objection to the 
Florida taking a shot for the sam e pur­ 
pose at the turret of the Arkansas. The 
result of such a duel would be no more 
serious than lf only one vessel fired. 
The bureau of ordnance and the navy 
experts generally regard the experi­ 
ment as one which will add a great 
deal to the practical knowledge of the 
experts in ordnance and gun tire. The 
place selected will In all probability be 
off the capes near Norfolk.

000,000 will be returned to the treas­ 
ury. 
Payments under this call will be 
made as follows:
